A Democratic regime for the city of 
Cambridge began today at 10 o’clock, 
when for the first time in many years 
a complete Democratic city government 
was inaugurated at city hall. 

Mayor J. Edward Barry, a Democrat, 
with a Democratic board of aldermen 
and common council to support him, 
was inducted into office in the presence 
of scores’ of citizens who filled the 
aldermanic chamber. | 

Kispecial interest is manifested in the 
administration of Mayor Barry because 
of the Democratic conditions existing, and 
its success or failure is believed to mean 
much to the Democratic party in Mas- 
sachusetts. There have been several] 
Democratic executives before in the city 
since the memorable triumph of William 
E. Russell, afterwards Governor of the 
commonwealth, but none has had a 
Democratic city council majority witli 
him. 

The board of aldermen was called to- 
gether by the senior member, James T. 
Barrett, and the common council by its 
senior member, Farwell FE. Thayer. 
Shortly after 10 o’clock the latter body 
was escorted to the aldermanic chamber. 

The oath of office was then adminis- 
tered by Judge Charles Almy of the third 
district court of eastern Middlesex coun- 
ty to Mayor Barry. The latter in turn 
inducted the members of the city council. 
Prayer was offered by the Rev. Michael J. 
Doody.

Sir Oliver Joseph Lodge, writer and 
principal of the Univefsity of. Birming- 
ham, in a long review of the possibilities 
for universal arbitration published to- 
day. holds that while everything arbitral 
should be arbitrated, there are certain 
things which no nation would consent 
to submit to arbitration. 

For instance, he does not believe that 
the United States would agree to arbi- 
trate the matter should a  Kuropean 
power interfere in the event that diffi- 
culty arose between the American gov- 
ernment and Mexico. Similarly, England 
would never accept arbitration should 
a foreign power insist upon home rule 
for. Ireland or if France desired to arbi- 
trate an issue in Egypt.

Any signer of a nomination 
paper, including the first signer, may 
make such oath. As a general rule the 
signer who makes oath knows nothing 
about the nomination paper, except that 
he has signed the same. 

“A nomination paper containing signa- 
tures of voters is invalid without this 
jurat. Moreover, a nomination paper 
containing the signatures of voters which 
is sworn to by a person who, although 
a signer, is not a registered voter is also 
invalid. Again, a registered voter who 
makes oath may not be qualified to sign 
such paper because he has exhausted his 
right, having already signed as many 
nomination papers for the office as there 
are persons to ,be elected thereto. It is 
difficult enough to get signatures with- 
out imposing this hardship, which adds 
nothing, in our opinion, to the genuine- 
ness of the paper.”

CHAMP CLARK TO WIELD NEW GAVEL 


Champ Clark’s new gavel, the gift 
of a number of his friends from Ralls 
county, Mo., was manufactured from a 
log taken from a burr oak treé@ felled 
nearly 100 years ago on Peno Creek in 
Pike county.

GUNGRESS 10 OPEN 
WITH HOUSE CONTEST 
UVER REVISED RULES 


Democrats Not Likely to 
Force New Methods With- 
out Opposition on Part of 
the Republicans. 


MESSAGE NOT READY 


President Taft Expects te 
Dictate It This Afternoon 
and Probably Will Confine 
It to Canadian Reciprocity. 


WASHINGTON—With 
ond Congress ready to meet in extra ses- 
sion Tuesday and the Democrats pre- 
pared to force through the House as first 
business their new rules, President Taft 
did not arrange to dictate his special 
message until this afternoon. It will 
be very short and probably will only 
urge the enactment of the Canadian reci- 
procity agreement. He may include a 
recommendation that the Democratic 
House postpone its tariff work until a 
report is made by the tariff board. 

A contest over the proposed new rules 
seems likely as the Republicans in the 
House will not submit without making 
some effort to defeat them. 

Democratic leaders today say _ that 
they intend to kasten Canadian” reci- 
procity legislation and also propose to 
take up for speedy action the question 
of campaign contribution publicity and 
vopular election of United States sena- 
tors. 

The interesting situation of a Demo- 
eratic House and a Republican Senate 
meeting to consider a “Taft administra- 
tive measure” directs unusual attention 
to the session. 

The political complexion of the two 
branches of Congress will be as follows: 

House, Democrats 228, Republicans 160, 
socialist 1; vacancies 2, the ninth Iowa 
and second Pennsylvania districts. 

Senate, Republicans 50, Democrats 41, 
vacancy 1, from Colorado. 

The roll calls in the two branches will 
show some remarkable changes from 
the last session. In the House the Dem- 
ocrats will show a gain of 54 members 
and the Republicans a loss of 55, the 
socialist member, Victor Berger of Mil- 
waukee, accounting for the difference in 

; equation. 

by reason of the change resulting from 
the election last November, new faces 
will be seen not only in the membership 
of the House, but in the whole organiza- 
tion. Republican employees in great 
number will go out and their places will 
be filled by Democrats. Choice rooms in 
the Capitol and in the House office build- 
ing, long controlled by the Republicans, 
will be surrendered to the representatives 
of the party which will gather up the 
House reins. 

Instead of 59 Republicans who occu- 
pied seats in the Senate on March 4 
there will be only 50 tomorrow. The 
ranks of the minority will be increased 
from 32 to 41, and to 42 when the va- 
cancy in Colorado is filled. 

Veterans of many legislative contests 
will be missed from the [louse floor. 
Chief among those whose absence will 
loom large will be Tawney of Minne- 
sota, Boutell of Illinois, Scott of Kan- 
sas, McKinlay of California, Bennet, 
Fish, Parsons and Cocks of New York, 
Hull and Smith of Iowa, Denby of Michi- 
gan and Keifer of Ohio. Four members, 
Hitchcock of Nebraska, Poindexter of 
Washington, Gronna of North Dakota 
and Townsend of Michigan have. been 
elevated to the Senate. 

No longer will the Senate roll call open 
with the familiar name of Aldrich, the 
Rhode Island leader having voluntarily 
renounced another term to devote him- 
self to leisure and the study of monetary 
reform. He will be succeeded by Henry 
F. Lippitt. | 

Many other striking figures will be 
missed from the Senate floor, notably 
Hale of Maine, succeeded -by Charles F. 
Johnson, Beveridge of Indiana, who was. 
vanquished by John W. Kern, Kean of 
New. Jersey, in whose place will be James 
E. Martine, Warner of Missouri, replaced 
by James A. Reed, Dick of Ohio, replaced 
by Atlee Pomerone, and Carter of Mon- 
tana, succeeded by Henry L. Meyers. The 
place of Senator Depew was filled after 
a long struggle by the election of Justice 
James O. O’Gorman. All of these changes 
represent Democratic gains, except in the 
case of Rhode Island. 

The other Senate changes will be IFra- 
zier of Tennessee, succeeded by Luke 
Lea, the youngest of all the senators; 
Money of Mississippi, whose place will 
be filled by John Sharp Williams,, for- 
merly the Democratic leader of the 
House; Flint of California, whose toga 
will grace the shoulders of John D. 
Works; Bulkeley of Connecticut, who 
gave way to George P. McLean, ex-Gov- 
ernor of his state; Burrows of Michigan, 
whose mantle will be worn by former 
Representative Townsend; Burkett of 
Nebraska, succeeded by former Repre- 
sentative Hitchcock; Scott and Elkins 
of West Virginia, the former to be suc- 
ceeded by W. E. Chilton, while C. W. 
Watson already has taken the place of 
Senator Elkins, and Piles of Washing- 


the Sixty-see 
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ton, succeeded by former Representative 
Poindexter. 


Senate to Block Tanff 


That no tariff legislation can be put 
through the Senate during the extra 
session is the opinion freely expressed in 
congressional circles today. 

Although the Democrats in the House 
by official caucus action have declared 
for tariff changes the sentiment among 
the-regular Republicans in the Senate 
is against any sort of tariff revision 
at the extra session, and there is plenty 
of evidence that they are disposed to 
do all they can to placate the progres- 
sive wing of the party in the Senate so 
as to bring about some sort of harmony. 
Without the support of the progressives 
the Memocrats cannot get any tariff 
bills through the upper branch of Con- 
press. 

As the situation stands today it is 
apparent that the regular Republicans 
in the Senate will put forth every effort 
to postpone all matters‘of general legis- 
lation until the regular session next 
December. It is reported that a num- 
per-of the progressives are likely to fall 
in with this idea.

National Championships Be- 
gin Tomorrow Morning at

—Jay Gould to Defend. 


Everything is now ready for the open- 
ing of play tomorrow at the~Tennis and 
Racquet Club in the annual court ten- 
nis tournament for the national cham- 


pionship. -There are five entries. The 
winner of the tournament will meet Jay 
Gould, the present champion, in the chal- 
lenge match for the title Saturday af- 
ternoon., 

Champion Gould has retained the title 
during the past five years, having first 
won it in 1906 as an entrant from the 
Tuxedo Tennis and Racquet Club. The 
same year he went abroad and was de- 
feated by Eustace H. Miles in the finals 
for the world’s championship. A year 
improved Mr. Gould’s game greatly, and 
he captured the title. from Mr. Miles 
by a narrow margin in 1907. The fol- 
lowing season he again went to England 
for the world’s tournament, and this 
time he won decisively from Mr. Miles. 
The latter came to America the same 
year, but was beaten by Mr. Gould in 
the challenge match for the American 
championship. 

In 1909 Mr. Gould did not defend his 
title as the world’s greatest court ten- 
nis player, and it reverted to Alr. Miles, 
who also won it in 1910, the young 
American champion not competing 
abroad. Probably the best American 
player aside from Mr. Gould is Joshua 
Crane, Jr., of the local clubs, and the ex- 
perts pick him as the challenger for the 
title.

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OKILFUL MANAGING 
BENEFITS WORKERS 
DAYS MA. BRANDEIS 


The new movement for more skilful 
management of industries furnishes an 
opportunity for organized ‘abor to secure 
for the workingmen of this country all 
the things which organized labor desires: 
regularity of work, higher wages, shorter 
hours of work, and the leisure and calm- 
ness necessary to the development of the 
individual and the attainment of demo- 


cratic ideals, according to Louis D. Bran- | 
| profit which he aids in producing, that 


deis of Boston. 

The subject was broadly discussed by 
Mr. Brandeis and others at the educa- 
tional-hour meeting of the Central Labor 
Union at Ford hall Sunday afternoon. 
Senator Moses E. Clapp from Minnesota 
was a speaker. 

Mr. Brandeis said: 

The assertion that American prosperity 
is due to our great natural resources is 
only partly true. The fertile fields of 
the West would have brought us little 
wealth but for mechanical science, and 
the development of agricultural ma- 
chinery which eliminated waste in 
human labor. 

In New England, particularly, our 
necessities and not our resources were 
the real cause of our prosperity. A poor 
soil drove us to manufacturing. High 
wages necessitated the saving of human 
labor and became the mother of our in- 
ventions, giving us labor-saving ma- 
chinery. That the people of the East 
have not attained even greater general 
well-being is due, in large part, to the 
fact that the supply of foreign low-priced 
workingmen made it possible to meet 
the demand for higher wages by means 
other than the elimination of labor 
waste, Instead of keeping down the 
labor cost by eliminating unnecessary 
human effort and increasing the pro- 
duction of the individual, we met the 
workingman’s demand for higher wages 
by the increased supply of workers. 

Fortunately a new necessity has in- 
tervened—the awakened social sense of 
the community, with its longing for a 
truer democracy which has created a new 
necessity for economy in production. 
And scientific management comes pre- 
pared to relieve that necessity by a 
revolution in industry comparable only 
to that effected in the transition from 
hand labor to machinery. 

So much has been said of increasing 
the efficiency of labor’ that the impor- 
tance of increasing the efficiency of ma- 
terials, of plant, of working capital and 
of service has perhaps not been fully 
appreciated. And yet the economies and 
the profits arising from the scientific 
handling of these factors in business is 
probably in the aggregate at least as 
great as from the increased efficiency of 
labor itself. 

Saving the waste in materials is at- 
tained in part through securing that 
article which is determined by scientific 
tests to be best adapted to the needs, and 
of producing the result at lowest cost 
even if purchased at a higher price. It 
is attained in part through proper 
methods of storage and accounting, this 
avoiding actual waste of the material 
'tself, or by dishonesty in its purchase 
ar use. 

Saving in plant is attained, not only 
by adopting the best, but by so equal- 
izing, placing and using the equipment 
through careful planning as to secure 
practically its full use all the time, 
thus reducing the capital invested upon 
which charges for depreciation, interest 
or rental, taxes and insurance must be 
earned. 

Saving in working: capital is attained 
by so controlling and linking the quan- 
tity of supplies necessarily carried and 
so eliminating delays in the process of 
manufacture as to reduce materially the 
amount invested in raw material and 
supplies and in work in process. 

Improving the service so as to secure 
certainty and prompt deliveries reduces 
expense and annoyances, and vastly in- 
creases the successes and profits of the 
sales department. 

Scientific management seeks to do for 
industry systematically and compre- 
hensively in conserving effort, materials 
and capital, what heretofore has been 
done sporadically and partially. Its 
engineers refuse to recognize that there 
is any legitimate sphere in industry for 
ignorance or lack of skill. Ignorance 
and unskilfulness necessarily spell waste 
—and waste is sinful, whether it be due 
to lack of training, of selection, of equip- 
ment, or of planning. 

The increased efficiency of the wage 
earner is not possible until the heavy 
demands which scientific management 
make upon those controlling and direct- 
ing the business, including ‘superin- 
tendents and foremen, are fully met. In- 
creased efficiency must begin with those 
higher up. This is of the essence of 
scientific management. 

Some persons unfamiliar with the 
principles and application of scientific 
inanagement have assumed that there 
was in it something hostile to labor, and 
particularly to organized labor. This is 
_ absolutely unfounded. 

In the first place they have assumed 
that the aim of scientific mangement 
- is “speeding up”; that it seeks to make 
the men work harder, thus exhausting 
the workingman. That shows complete 
misconception of scientific management. 
Conserving human effort. and the man, 
is a fundamental tenet of scientific man- 
agement. Among other things it de- 
mands careful training of -the working- 
mau. ,The employer’s investment in- 
volved in that training creates a special 
incentive to the employer to retain his 
employee and to conserve his powers. 

The larger production is not attained 


| 


from removing the obstacles which an- 
‘noy and exhaust the workman for which 
he should not be made responsible. 

Closely associated with the erroneous 
idea that scientific management means 
“speeding up” is the objection’ to 
scientific management because of the 
bonus system. 

The protest of labor against the bonus 
svstem is in part well founded, because 
the bonus is apt to do more harm than 
good when applied otherwise than as a 
part of the system of scientific manage- 
ment. 

The bonus system is a common in- 
cident under scientific management, but 
it must not be supposed that it is 
scientific management, There has been 
a great deal of scientific management 
without the application of the bonus 
system at all; but it is an integral part 
of scientific management that the work- 
ing man should get a “square deal,” that 
he ,should get a proper share of the 


his achievement should secure an ap- 
propriate reward. And in practise it 
has been found that this can be done 
usually more fairly through the bonus 
system than by any other available 
method of compensation. But by the 
bonus system must be understood some: 
thing very different from the bonus 
system which has been applied in many 
establishments to produce “speeding up.” 
It involves these essential conditions: 
1—A scientific investigation in detail 
of each piece of work, and the deter- 
mination of the best method and the 
shortest time in which the work can be 
done. 2—A teacher capable of teach- 
ing the best method and the shortest 
time. 3—Reward for both teacher and 
pupil when the latter is successful. Has 
anybody ever heard of the bonus system 
operating unfavorably to labor where 
these conditions have existed. 

The workingman needs, _ besides 
higher wages, among. other things, 
shorter hours of work. If the produc- 
tivity of the individual man is increased, 
perhaps even doubled or trebled, there 
will come with it the possibility of 
largely reducing the hours of work. We 
should not forget that it is due to 
science in business, to the labor saving 
machines which have already so largelv 
increased the productivity of man, that 
we have been able to make some pro- 
gress toward our ideal working day. 


the greatest need of the workingman 
is regularity of employment.  Irregu- 


larity of employment creates hardships | 


and demoralization of every kind. It is 
the most sinful waste. 

The introduction of scientific manage- 
ment in business has, wherever applied, 
made regularity of employment its prime 
aim. It could not be otherwise; because 
irregularity is the most potent cause 
of waste, not only of labor, but of 
plant and of capital. ‘The existence of 
irregularity of employment is 
the greatest reproaches of modern busi- 
ness. It proved that the management 
has not done its part; and the very 
essence of scientific management is to 
relieve the workingman from _ those 
conditions and hardships which 
from the failure of the management to 
do its duty. 

Again, some persons have expressed 
their apprehension of scientific manage- 
ment as if it were inconsistent with, 
or at least hostile to unionism, This 
rests upon an entire misconception. 

The essence of unionism is collective 
bargaining, that is, instead of the em- 
ployer dealing individually with each 
employee, he deals with a large bodv 
through their representatives in respect 
to the rate of wages, and the hours 
and conditions of employment. Is there 
not just as broad a sphere for collective 
bargaining in shops where _ scientific 
management has been introduced as 
where it has not? Collective bargaining 
may fix the minimum wage, be ,it bv 
the day or by the piece; collective bar- 
baining may fix the bonus, if any, may 
fix the hours of labor and all the other 
conditions of employment just as much 
as if the management were of the old 
rule-of-thumb, chaotic type. Surely it 
is not inconsistent with the principles of 
collective bargaining that one worker 
may earn more than another. 

Again some persons have objected to 
scientific management on the ground 
that it would throw workmen out of 
employment. ‘This has not been the 
result, and will rarely be. If goods 
can be purchased cheaper, more can be 
bought for the same money. And more 
will be bought at least if wages re- 
main the same or increase. The demand 
for labor grows because the demands 
of the people grow with the ability to 
supply them. 

Scientific management recognizes the 
right of those less expert in the work 
to advance to greater efficiency, and 
the irgoortance to the employer of train- 
ing nt workmen to be competent. It 
therefore provides, through the most 
practical teachers, for careful training 
of men to work in the best manner 
and to develop habits of industry, in- 
stead of letting the “devil take the 
hindmost” and exposing the less com- 
petent to the probability of discharge. 

The social gains to the workingman 
through scientific management are 
greater even than the financial. He 
secures the development and rise in 
self-respect, the satisfaction with his 
work, which in almost every line of 
human activity accompanies great ac- 
complishment by the individual. Eager- 
ness and interest take the place of 
indifference, both because the workman 
is called upon to do the highest work 
of which he is capable, and also.because 
in doing this better work he secures 
appropriate and substantial recognition 
and reward. Under scientific manage- 
ment men are led, not driven. Instead 
of working unwillingly for their em- 
ployer they work in cooperation with 
the management for themselves and 
their employer in what is a “square 
deal.” % 

If the fruits of scientific management 
are directed into the proper channels 
the workingman will get not only a

lthe additional profits arising from im- 
proved industry. In order that the 
wokingman may get this large share of 
the benefits through. higher wages, 
shorter hours and better working condi- 
tions, the labor unions must participate 
in fixing those wages, hours and condi- 
tions, and in determining the applica- 
tion to the various businesses of the 
principles of scientific management. Un- 
less the workingman is so represented 
there must be danger that his interest 
will not be properly cared for; and he 
cannot be properly represented except 
through organizel labor. This, then, is 
the supreme opportunity for organized 
labor, 
Will you utilize it to the full?

One of the things which has awakened 
world-wide interest in general arbitra- 
tion has been the very satisfactory prog- 
gress of events at The Hague during the 
past decade. Cases of great importance 
and concerning many of the great pow- 
ers of the world. as well as powers of 
secondary rank, have been disposed of. 
and the sentiment in favor of extending 
the arbitration principle, which has 
worked so wel] in its limited sphere, no 
doubt has had much to do with the re- 
vival of interest in the general arbitra- 
tion question in the United States and 
Great Britain, and also in other nations. 


Baron Deplores War 


SAN FRANCISCO—The uselessness of 
war, with the conflicts between France 
and Russia as the particular illustration, 
was the trend of an address liere Sunday 
by Baron d’Estournelles de Constant. The 
baron is being aided in his peace work 
here by Benjamin Ide Wheeler, president 
of the University of California. 

“Without discussing recent wars. but 
merely those that have taken place be- 
tween France and Russia,’ he said at 
the First Congregational church, “we may 
ve said to have lived through a chapter 
of history which will be written one of 
these days under the title that enlight- 
ened patriotism would give it, ‘useless 
wars.’ In less than a century French 
armies have ¢atried war into Russia, 
first to Moscow and then to the Crimea. 
Neither of these wars has been taken 
to heart and remembered by the Rus- 
sian people, and they have not held 
lrance responsible. Neither at Moscow 
in Napoleon’s time nor in the trenches 

‘before Sebastopol did the French sol- 
diers «discover any sign of hostility, 
hatred or incompatibility among the 
tussians. The past has vanished, liking 
and affection spring up from the first 
direct contact between the two peoples, 
and the Franco-Russian alliance seems 
as if it had always existed. 


“And yet the two governments, before 
they came to an understanding, had 
long regarded war between the two 
countries as a natural and necessary 
state of things, to be generally accepted 
ir virtue of reasons of state. The gov- 
ermments believed that both nations 
were bound to hate each other, while. 
the people themselves asked for nothing 
better than mutual confidence. While 
the two gevernments were deciding for 
wer the two nations were friendly and 

smeither defeat nor bloodshed nc~ bitter-

WASHINGTON—The Japanese 
ernment, desirous not to stand in the 
wavy of pending negotiations for arbitra- 
tion treaties, will readily agree to a 
revision of the Hayachi-Lansdowne 
treaty of 1905, if this should be found to 
interfere with the terms of the Anglo- 
American treaty. 

This fact has just been cabled to 
Washington from Tokio as the result of 
hurried exchanges since Friday between 
the Japanese embassy and the foreign 
office at Tokio. 

It appears, according to information 
obtained today, that Japan wishes to 
go on record as being ready to support 
in practise as well as in_ spirit 
her policy of good understanding and 
friendly terms with both the United 
States and Great Britain.

ance of the arbitration work. But chief 
among the interesting figures present at 
a dinner tendered Mr. Jordan in the 
French capital was the venerable Fred- 
eric Passy. M. Passy is frequently re- 
ferred to as the “father of the peace 
movement on the continent,’ and some 
of the advanced ideas carreid out by Mr. 
Jordan in California have been obtained 
from conversations which he has had 
with his French fellow-worker. 

California’s efforts to aid the national 
desire for arbitration in its relation to 
world politics was shown  conspieu- 
ously when Mr, Jordan spoke before the 
Chicago peace congress on “War and 
Manhood.” ‘To become effective the peace 
campaign must be above all else edu- 
cational, and Mr. Jordan, in describing 
the causes and effects of war furnished 
an arbitration document that explained 
itself. 

One of the most graphic parts of the 
speaker’s address referred to the fall of 
Rome. He said: “The fall of Rome was 


not due to luxury, effeminacy, corruption, 


the wickedness of Nero and Caligula, 
the weakness of the train of Constan- 
tine’s. worthless descendants. It was 
fixed at Philippi, when the spirit of 
domination was victorious over the spirit 
of freedom. It was fixed still earlier, in 
the rise of consuls and triumvirates and. 
the fall of the simple, sturdy, self- 
sufficient race who would brook no ar- 
bitrary ruler. 

“We read in Roman history the rise 
of the mob and of the emperor who 
is the mob’s exponent. It is not the 
presence of the emperor which makes 
imperialism. It is the absence of the 
people, the want of men. Babies in 
their days have been emperors. A 
wooden image would serve the same 
purpose. More- than once it has served 
it. 

“Whatever the remote and ultimate 
cause may have been, the immediate 
cause to which the fall of the empire 
can be traced is a physical, not a moral 
decay. In valor and discipline the 
Roman armies remained what they had 
always been, and the peasant emperors 
of Illyricum were worthy sucecssors of 
Cincinnatus and Caius Marius. But the 
problem was, how to replenish those 
armies. Men were wanting. The em- 
pire perished for want of men. 

“I need not tell the story of Napoleon’s 
campaigns. ,It. began with the First 
Consulate, the justice and helpfulness 
of the Code Napoleon, the prowess of the 
brave lieutenant whose, military skill

TARGET PRACTISE 
BY WARSHIPS OFF 
CAPES OF VIRGINIA 


WASHINGTON—The annual practise 
of the Atlantic fleet off the Virginia 
capes officially began today, and 14 of 
the 16 battleships under command of 
tear Admiral Schroeder practised firing 
at targets representing battleships. 

Secretary Meyer, from the yacht May- 
flower, observed the efficiency of the 
officers, men and guns under battle con- 
‘ditions. 

There are 25 vessels of the navy 
on the drill grounds, four divisions of 
the fleet being spread over a distance of 
40 or 45 miles. 

The battleships are firing at canvas 
screens stretched between masts on 
heavy rafts, towed by a fleet auxiliary. 
Each screen will be examined frequently 
and record of the hits will be made. 
In this way the annual records of target 
practise are obtained and the ships rated 
as to efficiency. | 

After single vessels have been tested 


the fleet in two divisions will direct its 


guns simultaneously upon the targets. 

Exercises in repelling torpedo boat at- 
tacks and recording thé firing on the 
target screens also will oceupy. several 
nights.

GALVESTON, Tex.—Construction of 
the new Galveston immigration station, 
representing a total expenditure of 
$70,000, will shortly begin, the eontract 
having recently been awarded to a Gal- 


veston contractor, M. C. Bowden, whose 


bid was the lowest in a field entered 
by contractors from New Orleans and 
other points. 

The expenditure on the actual station 
building will be $55,000. ‘The specifi- 
cations are for a station that will be 
the best and most completely equipped 
of its size in the service, and there 
are but three or four in the United 
States that will exceed it in size. As 
a ,matter of fact, it has been stated 
on competent authority that the new 
station will be excelled by only one in 
the service—one in the Philippines. 

The station will be located on Pelican 
island, abreast of pier 10. The electric- 
ity and the water to be used at the 
station are to be supplied through the 
water main and electrical conduit across 
the channel.

room.

HE arrangement of the decoration 

of the table and the menu for an 
early spring luncheon is a relief after 
the efforts one must make in order to 
have an attractive winter luncheon.

WASHINGTON—President Taft will

The President was in consultation last 
week with Republican members of the 
foreign relations committee of the Sen- 
ate about his report of the ‘maneuvers 
to Congress. There are now only six 
Republican members of that committee, 
Senators Cullom, Frye, Lodge, Clark of 
Wyoming, Smith of Michigan, and Root. 
Three Republicans retired on March 4, 
and their places will be filled on the 


committee soon after the convening of 
Congress. 

The President bad talked with five of 
the remaining six members since the 
adjournment of the recent session and 
early in the week he wired Senator 
Smith of Michigan, the sixth, to come 
to Washington at once. Mr. Smith 
arrived on Tuesday and has had sev- 
eral conferences with the President 
over the Mexican situation. 

While members of the committee will 
not discuss their conferences at the 
White House, there is no attempt to 
dissuise the fact that unless peace shall 
be restored in Mexico the President may 
be impelled to ask Congress for per- 
mission to intervene in that country for 
the protection of foreigners, among them 
many Americans. Opponents of Mr. 
Taft’s administration, both 
publican and in the Democratic parties, 
will overlook no opportunity to make 
political capital out of the maneuvers 
and the President and his friends are 
equally desirous of justifying them. 

President Poik sent *American troops 
to the southwest without waiting for 
Congress’ sanction, for the purpose of 
protecting the international 
at the Rio Grande, it is pointed out. 
There was peace between the two. eoun- 
tries ui the time, 
precipitated trouble by accepting the 
appligation of the fexans for adanission | 
into the American union. 

There was a small clash in the Rio 
Grande country betWeen American trgops 
and Mexican (rovups, whereupon Congress 
declared war. although up to that 
moment unwilling to go to that length. 
The war-> was not popular, because its 
only rear-purpose was! territorial 
aggrandizement and the political result 
of it was that Mr. Polk was not re- 
nominated for the presidency, and that 
General Cass of Michigan, nominated in 
his place, was defeated at the polls, 
largely because of the public oP 
proval of the war. ' 

Should there be intervention at this 
time it will come about with the knowl- 
edge and consent of Mexico, 
do its best te put down @he rebellion, 
and if unsuceessful, appeal to the United 
States, in the name of the Monroe doc- 
trine, and also that American citizens 
and their investments jnay be safe- 
guarded. It is said that the mobiliza- 
tion of troops was undertaken not only 
with the consent of the Diaz govern- 
ment, but detually at its request. 

It is the political aspect of the moboli- 
question that is causing most 
anxiety in this city. A presidential 
campaign is soon to be started in a 
special session of (Congress. Canadian 
reciprocity may or may not be agreed 
to but the presidential campaign of 1912 
wiJl be set going with tariff revision 
work on the part of a Democratic 
House and criticism of a Republican 
President by Democrats and Republi- 
can progressives, at all points where 
this may be possible. An obvious open- 
ing is furnished by the Texas maneu- 
vers, Mr. Taft is consulting in advance 
with the Republican members of the 
foreign relations committee, that they 
inay know what he is doing and also 
that he may have the benefit of their 
advice on this situation. 

Much will be heard after April 4 about 
the Mexican war and its precedents and 
But whether that 
war can furnish anything that will help 
to a better understanding of the present 
situation nobody at-present-can tell.

PARIS—Pierre Vedrine, who recently 
flew from Poitiers to Issy-les- Molineaux, | 
208 miles, in 2h. 12m, made another re- | 

markable flight Sunday, when he left 
[ssy early in the morning for Pau, and 
landed near Moulins, covering the dis- 
tance, 212 miles, at the rate of 77 miles 
an hour.

GHIBEHT! GATED 
LECTURE TOPIC 
AT AnT MUSEUM 


At the Museum of Fine Arts Sunday 
the Rev. Arthur T. Connolly gave a talk 
on the Baptistery Gates by Lorenzo 
Ghiberti in the renaissance court. 

He said we must look on these reliefs 
as a pieture to understand the illegiti- 
mate use of plastic material, only to be 
tolerated in a man of such genius. The 
great bronze doors were set in position 
on the Batistery in Florence in 1452, or 
27 years after the commission had been 
awarded to Ghiberti in a competition 
with Brunelleschi. . 

Once in a while the secretary of the 
museum invites the director of some 
other museum to describe his collections 
and methods of work. Sunday Huger 
Elliott, director of the Rhode Island 
school of design, gave a description of 
that museum and its unique feature, 
“the old Colonial House,” built to hold 
the Pendleton collection of antique furni- 
ture (all objects prior to 1800), which 
is the finest‘in America. 

The other collections were made pri- 
marily to be of uge to the students 
of painting and design in the school, 
and inelude collections of casts, paint- 
ings, textiles, peasant pottery, metal 
work, a Japanese collection, and photo- 
graphs.

TRUTH AND FREEDOM 
LINKED IN EACH LIFE 
DECLARED OR. ELIOT 


“There 


is an intimate 


all history 
throughout each single human life be- 
truth and freedom,” said Dr. 
Charles W. Eliot in speaking of “The 
Religious Ideal in Education” at the 
Old South church Sunday night. 

This was one of a series of addresses 
given in this church by men eminent in 
educational lines. 

Dr. Eliot described how the child dis- 
covers beauty and goodness in the sur- 
roundings of life; in the daily inter- 
course with parents, brothers, sisters, 
schoolfellows and teachers. 

“It should be the principal object of 
every school to help every day every 
child to see, admire and love goodness. 

“The public school in a republie ought 
to teach the lesson of Gooperation if 
it teaches nothing else; for in coopera- 
tion lies the great hope of industrial 
and politica] progress, By a larger sym- 
pathetic inclusion, the school should teach 
love of country. 

“These teachings of the republican 
school must come through the studies of 
the school, but they must come also 
through the manners, speech and spirit- 
ual quality of the teachers. 

“They must reverence truth, beauty 
and goodness, and must daily manifest 
that reverence before their pupils. 

“Such, to my thinking, is the reli- 
gious ideal which ought to inspire and 
guide public education in a state which 
protects all religions but proscribes no 
one. 

“A generation of children taught te 
love truth, beauty and goodness will 
possess the virtues which make human 
loves pure, homes sweet and industriez 
and governments possible.” 


BIOLOGICAL SURVEY 
IN THE CANAL ZONE 
REPORTS PROGRESS 


WASHINGTON—Encouraging reports 
are being received by the Smithsonian 
institution from the naturalists who are 
taking part in the biological survey of 
the Panama Canal Zone, which was or- 
ganized by the institution last winter. 

Naturalists throughout the world are 
interested and various organizations 
have urged the institution to take 
up this survey for the reason that when 
the canal is opened sweeping changes will 
probably take place in the distribution 
of the animals and plants. 

A part of the fresh-water streams of 
the isthmus now empty into the Atlantic 
ocean and others into the Pacific. It is 
known that a certain number of animals

lantic side differ from those of the Pa- 
cific side, buf as no biological survey has 
ever been. undertaken, the extent of 
these differences have yet to be learnéd. 

The botanical work is being,done by 
Prof. H. Pittier and W. R. Maxon, the 
collection ,of fishes is being made by 
Prof. S. E. Meek and S, F. Hildebrand, 
the mammals and birds by E. A. Gold- 
man, and the insects by E. A. Schwarz 
and August Busck. 

Word has been received from Mr. Gold- 
man that he has already gathered over 
500 mammals, birds and reptiles. Some 
of these have already arrived in Wash- 
ingign, as well as large numbers of 
plants and insects. Work along the 
other lines is going ahead favorably.

Cement is being used in/more diversi- 
fied forms of structural improvements 
than ever before, says the New York 
Post. Up to about 10 vears ago cement 
was in use -principally as bond for 
bricks; now entire buildings are made 
of it. It is calculated by an authority 
that more cement was made and used 
during 1909 than any preceding year and 
this year consumption is greater than 
1909. In 1908 approximately 53,000,000 
barrels were produced, having a market 
value of about $45.000.000 and the_ fol- 
lowing year there was an output of a 
little more than 64,000,000 barrels, valued 
at $51.000,000. 

Cement at the mill in 1909 was a lit- 
tle under 81 cents, the price in 1908 being 
85 cents. The strides in manufacture 
and the lowering of cost by reason of the 
immense increase in the use of cement 
is shown in the price quotations of ce- 
ment in 1880, when it was quoted at $3

EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., Monday, April 3, 1911. 


THE first, or extra, session of the Sixty- 
second Congress assembles tomorrow, Tues- 
day, and it will mark, in several important 
respects, the beginning of a new order, 
especially with regard to the organization of 
the House. The speaker has been shorn of 
the power of appointment; committees will 
be named by a committee; patronage will be 
dispensed by a committee; the presiding ofh- 
cer becomes a presiding officer and nothing 
more. Speaker Cannon, like a long line of speakers before him, 
had valuable favors to dispense, priceless honors to distribute: 
Speaker Clark will have none. Formerly the speaker had control 
over the entire organization of the House; under the new order thie 
committee of ways and means, otherwise the committee on com- 
mittees, will exercise supreme authority in this respect. A majority 
of this committee in the Congress about to assemble will be 
Democrats. | 

In the chair the speaker, under the rules, will continue to be 
the governing power. The whole House makes the rules; the speaker 
enforces them. The rules almost invariably operate to the benefit 
of the majority ; therefore the rulings of the speaker, when questions 
of party policy and advantage are involved, are never very accept- 
able and are often very objectionable to the minority. In the eyes 
of the majority, usually, the speaker is a legitimate authority whose 
decisions should be received unquestioningly. and with all respect. 
In the eyes of the minority, usually, the speaker is a tyrant and a 
proper subject for criticism and censure and reproach. Speaker Can- 
non was not popular with either the Democratic or the insurgent 
minority; Speaker Clark may find it a rather difficult task to please 
either the progressive or the standpat Republicans. 

But, all this aside, there is reason to believe that the business 
of the House under the new order can be carried on much more

tem of study might be fittingly described 
as a week of theory alternating with a week 
of practical work. It is not an entirely new 
plan, but back of that system is a construc- 
tive idea that makes the plan interesting not 
only for developing boys into efficient workmen, but for the coopera- 
tion it involves between existing institutions and agencies in the 
city with the thought of serving all the people. Briefly, the munic- 
ipal university is striving to increase the Skill of all Cincinnati work- 
men by strengthening theory with practise. : 

There it was recognized at'the outset that the college was in 
no position to provide the great shops required to give an unlim- 
ited number of young men opportunities for actual work. Hence 
arrangements were made as soon as possible with the manufact- 
urers and railroads to take students from the university as appren- 
tices on the terms extended to other beginners in their service. 
Then the university established intimate relations with the libraries, 
the public schools and other active forces that might, through 
cooperation, assist in the general advancement of the community. 


Now manufacturers have become so eager to take these students 


as apprentices that many of the boys: are kept in the university 
with difficulty, owing to the tempting offers they receive. Upon 
being graduated, these students are qualified to take responsible 
positions, and have little difhculty in obtaining profitable work. 
Another phase of the results accomplished by this cooperative 
plan is the complete reorganization and reclassification of courses 
of study in the university, while the teachers have been brought 
out of the realm of pure theory into that of real facts. ‘Practical 
work makes these boys ask questions that require intelligent, detailed 
answers and not evasive generalities. In these days, while- new 
ways and means of advancing educational efhciency are kept prom- 
inent, the week-of-study and week-of-work idea might profitably 


-be given more general attention than it now receives. For, where 


theory fails, practise often brings enlightenment. 


It 1s not so long ago, indeed it may happen 
now, that in the legal profession he that 
took up the study of international law was, 
under the name of international lawyer, 
somewhat ungraciously defined as one that 
had failed at any other kind of law. Inter- 
national law was held to be part of the 
esthetics of the profession, a wandering into 
theory and doctrine, an excursion into gener- 
alities that would never help a serious, active 
man to make his living by practising those thousand devices which 
have endeared the attorney to the heart of the layman.

Let a number of 
dusty authors write big books in Latin and German and French, let 
them fringe their margins with notes unto the third and fourth tomes, 
let them handle as many abstractions as they would; this would do 
well enough for the drowsy quiet of a library or the elegant ponder- 
ousness of solemn amusement, but how could you ever recover the 
value of a sack of potatoes with any help that Puffendorf could ever 
give you? 
But a change has come over the face of things and here and 
there it 1s perceived: As populations have increased, areas of separa- 
tion between nations have shrunk until it looks very much as though 
diplomatists would learn to think on ‘‘meum’” and ‘‘tuum’ and gov- 
ernments at Igast essay some exercise in the golden rule.

Railroads and steamship 
companies need them. The Chamber of Commerce and other influ- 
ential organizations are working to secure further development of 
the waterfront so that it will meet the demands of commercial 
expansion and properly supplement the city’s growing transportation 
facilities. Why should the city cut off one of its peculiar “inland’’ 
waterways? If there is a good reason for abandoning here what 
foreign cities are paying millions of. dollars to construct, the reason 
should be determined by the state commissions that are most nearly 
concerned or by whatever new public body may be entrusted with 
the comprehensive development of Boston harbor’s great natural 
advantages. 


Tue other side has been having largely its own way so far, 
but if a real attack be made upon schedule K in the extra session 
friends of it will spring up, as it were, ffom the ground. At least, 
they always-have sprung up that way in the past.
